DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application AFTER FINAL rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the FINALITY of the previous 
Office action has been WITHDRAWN pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 27 October, 2008 has been entered. 

Acknowledgements 

2. Applicants' amendment filed September 24, 2008 is acknowledged. Accordingly, 
claims 1-12 remain pending and have been allowed. 

3. This action has been assigned paper number 20090108 for reference purposes 
only. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
3 

5. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1 151 , 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
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the claimed terms as found on pages 1-29 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

6. The reference Matsumoto et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,1 16,506) ("Matsumoto") 
discloses configuring, in an electronic deposit (purse), a grey lock mark, which identifies 
the state of the last transaction of the electronic deposit (purse); after setting the grey 
lock mark, all operations to the electronic deposit (purse) except resetting the grey lock 
mark being invalidated. 

7. Matsumoto does not expressly discloses setting, while starting a transaction 
using the electronic deposit (purse), the grey lock mark and recording parameters of the 
transaction as a locking card source in the electronic deposit (purse); and validating the 
recorded locking card source before debiting money from the electronic deposit (purse), 
and if the recorded parameters are validated, debiting money from the electronic 
deposit (purse) and resetting the grey lock mark simultaneously to unlock grey the IC 
card automatically after successfully completing the debiting operation, configuring, in 
an electronic deposit (purse), a grey lock mark being an attribute parameter of the 
electronic deposit (purse), which identifies the state of the last transaction of the 
electronic deposit (purse) as being one of complete and incomplete, the grey lock mark 
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being configured to have one of a clear status when the last transaction was completed 
and a set (grey) status when the last transaction was incomplete. 

8. The reference Ginter et al. (US Patent No. 6,253,1 93 B1 ) ("Ginter") discloses 
setting, while starting a transaction using the electronic deposit (purse), the grey lock 
mark and recording parameters of the transaction as a locking card source in the 
electronic deposit (purse); and validating the recorded locking card source before 
debiting money from the electronic deposit (purse), and if the recorded parameters are 
validated, debiting money from the electronic deposit (purse) and resetting the grey lock 
mark simultaneously to unlock grey the IC card automatically after successfully 
completing the debiting operation. 

9. However, Matsumoto/Ginter failed to specially discloses configuring, in an 
electronic deposit (purse), a grey lock mark being an attribute parameter of the 
electronic deposit (purse), which identifies the state of the last transaction of the 
electronic deposit (purse) as being one of complete and incomplete, the grey lock mark 
being configured to have one of a clear status when the last transaction was completed 
and a set (grey) status when the last transaction was incomplete. Moreover, the missing 
claimed elements from the Matsumoto/Ginter combination are not found in a reasonable 
number of reference(s). Yet even if the missing claimed elements were found in a 
reasonable number of references, a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made would not have been motivated to include these missing elements 
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in an embodiment in the Matsumoto/Ginter disclosure because the modification would 
have modified an already modified aspect of the embodiment. Additionally because 
Matsumoto/Ginter failed to specially discloses configuring, in an electronic deposit 
(purse), a grey lock mark being an attribute parameter of the electronic deposit (purse), 
which identifies the state of the last transaction of the electronic deposit (purse) as 
being one of complete and incomplete, the grey lock mark being configured to have one 
of a clear status when the last transaction was completed and a set (grey) status when 
the last transaction was incomplete; the modification would have been inoperable. 
Therefore, the claims of the instant application are not obvious over Matsumoto in view 
of Ginter for the reasons given above. Additionally, the combination Matsumoto/Ginter 
clearly destroys the intent and purpose of use of Matsumoto taken alone and/or in view 
of Ginter. Accordingly, the present claims are distinguishable over Matsumoto and/or in 
view of Ginter for this reason as well.
